JameB Weir did not turn up to ad¬ 
dress the U.F.A. meeting, and regret¬ 
ted though his absence was, the local 
speakers left nothing to be desired in 
the matter of interesting addresses 
and discussions. Delegates to the re¬ 
cent U.F.A. convention, Messrs. "Guy 
W. Johnson, D. H. Galbraith,--O. L. 
McPherson and Paul Norton, addres¬ 
sed the meeting giving their impres¬ 
sions of the convention as well as their 
deductions therefrom. 

In opening the meeting Mr. John¬ 
son said that he was sorry that Mr. 
Weir had not turned up as he had been 
advertised to appear, but lie had that 
. morning received a telegram from 
i Mr. Weir stating his inability to be 
present, but expressing a desire to 
come later. 

Mr. D. H. Galbraith spoke chiefly 
on the political situation today as it 
affected the farmers. He said that at 
the Convention there appeared to be 
two elements, the radical and the tory 
or^ standpatters; the radicals were in ; 

body of the hall and the stand¬ 
patters, for the most part, were in the 
executive. The five delegates from 
Vulcan seemed to be unanimously 
radical. Mr. Galbraith explained how 
the voting seemed to be worked. Re¬ 
ferring to the provincial legislature, 
the speaker pointed out that there 
were five independent represntatives 
in the house representing farmers, 
labor and the soldiers, and they were 
making a fight for political independ*- 
ence. Influences were at work at the 
•Cmrvsnttonr see rnat-the Non-Par- 
tizan party was nipped in the bud. The 
speaker then summed up the political 
situation of the present day, showing 
how there was tendency toward one- 
man control. But there was today a 
world-wide movement against this 
sort of thing, and the U.F.A. had been 
the last to come forward in this mat¬ 
ter. Mr. Galbraith touched on the 
matter of the U.F.A. turning the 
Trust part of the organization over to 
the U.G.G., and said that although the 
papers reported Mr. Weir as being 
voted down on the matter their re¬ 
ports must not be taken too literally. 
He referred to Mrs. McKinney’s con¬ 
vention speech, and said that the 
future politically, must be independ¬ 
ent. At present the government was 
not the servant of the people but of 
the big people. But old parties said 
that niey agreed with the Farmers’ 
Platform but they never did anything 
te-carry it out; the - farmers must 
tlJn-efore do .that for themselves. Mr. 
Galbraith then explained just how the 
convention recommended political ac¬ 
tion by the farmers. 

Mr. O. L. McPherson referred to 
Mr. Galbraith’s speech as covering the 
main points of the convention. He 
pointed out that the new political

The phase of international unrest 
and national assertion through whi^h 
the world is passing today may well 
be accepted as .‘he index to the phase 
of political change which is passing 
through the minds of liion to an equal¬ 
ly reconstructive end. The inevitable 
outcome of the tfar of liberty was 
that such long enslaved m’.’ions ar 
the Poles, for instance, should aiticu- 
late for political freedorp and national 
entity. They are caught in the wave 
of res at reeled nr.'iottoi'tv and are 
carried swiftly to war Mho goal oi 
national indeperidrr.ee anJ importance 

Ln the same way and in lesser do 
gt'ce, although only so by comparison 
men and women in Canada are rrov 
ing along similar paths. Bound b\ 
tradition and allegiance to one of t\y< 
greef parties for over fifty years 
there is now, a breaking away, an at 
tempt to find an adequate method o i 
expression for common advancement 
and ideals through the medium of pcli 
tical independence. . The motive forc< 
behind the Poles is common wr.'h the 
one behind the people of Canada iT 
their desire for political independence 
it is a motive tending toward an in 
telligent and self-governing factor ir 
the national life. 

Wi.‘h what tremendous strength the 
idea has taken hold of Canada is foun< 
in the determination of western label 
and western agriculture to enter thr„ 
political arena. Another voice, the- 
of Mr. W. A. Buchanan, M. P., has re 
eently called attention to the necessity 
of independent political action by the 
west if the west is to receive the just 
ice progress demands. 

Thus we have three separate moves 
each of which are equally insistent 
Well meaning though they be, it b 
well to point out that there is a dang 
or in enthusiasm which may dissipatf 
what would otherwise be ap. invulnci 
able force for democratic right am 
freedom; the er.'husiasm is in clangci 
of failing to recognize the fact that 
these forces should make for combina' 
tion. The aims of all in the west art 
identical insofar as advancement ot 
the west and its people are concerned, 
why then, should not independent 
labor and agriculture, and any othci 
independent clement find themselve; 
>n a common ground for concerted 
action ? True independence will find 
no material outlet in factions, one of 
which might easily nullify the other 
m that way there can only be weak¬ 
ness and recrimination. The sure way 
if definite achievement can only b< 
arrived at by a fusion <51 all; then 
political independence by the people 
would become 8 mighty force. ~ —-

THE ’FLU HOSPITAL 


In his address to the U. F. A. de¬ 
legates at Edmonton Hon. George P. 
Smith, provincial minister'of educa¬ 
tion, stated that two-thirds of all child 
ren receive their education at the ru¬ 
ral or village school. Of these,' less 
.‘han five per cent have the opportu¬ 
nity for secondary education. The 
remedy for this, the minister believed 
was to be found in 1 consolidated 
schools, but these even were militated 
against by high expense, road coir- 
struc.'ion, sparse settlement, and long 
distances of travel. 

The minister is right regarding con¬ 
solidation os a means of education. 
But the Act regarding consolidated 
schools is wrong. It' leaves the ques¬ 
tion of establishment of consolidation 
to the ratepayers. It would be better 
if it allowed the minister of education 
to establish consolidated schools where 
in his opinion, such schools were need¬ 
ed. There are several rural eommunf- 
ties wilh antedated schools simply 
because insufficient interest is taken 
to bring about a change, and if the 
people will not make it the department 
fhould make it for .‘hem. . The prov¬ 
ince cannot stand still in this matter, 
it must go backwards or forwards, 
and at present there is no very great 
advance. One recalls how the matter 
of the conversion of local improvement 
district into municipal districts hung 
around until the department took ac¬ 
tion and made the change compulsory. 
The same should be done in regard to 
consolidation schools v’here they are j 
needed.

Gasoline farm tractors costing less 
than $1,400 remain in the free list, un¬ 
til otherwise -provided for Meat cattle 
remain on the free list for another 
year, dating from February 7, 1919. 

Both were originally placed on the 
free list for one year, dating from 
Feb. 7, 1918. By further order»-in- 
council, the period in which remission 
and refund of duty are authorized, is 
now extended as indicated. 

An additional<order has been passed 
granting a drawback of 99 per cent, 
of the duty paid on imported materials 
used after the seventh day of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1919, in the manufacture of gas 
or gasoline tractors for farm purpos¬ 
es and repairs therefore designed to 
be combined with automobiles-in Can¬ 
ada for use as traction engines for 
farm purposes. It is understood that 
the number of these engines import¬ 
ed for farm purposes amounts to 
several thousand per annum, while 
the quality manufactured in Canada 
each year has been less than 5 per 
cent, of importations.
